Much of the life

The pastor 
will dine often there with his 
vestry or his board of deacons 
and elders. Youth organizations 
have sandwiches and soft drinks 
‘there before their Sunday night 
meetings. The Scout troops use it. 


Some churches hire cooks and 
waiters. But the familiar and 
heart-warming formula for men’s 
club dinners is that wherein the 
ladies of the church volunteer to 
cook and serve. 


Bit of Americana 


These evenings are a bit of 


Americana that somehow never | 
fail to touch me with their sim-| 


ple, sometimes awkward genuine- 
ness. 


This, then, was the scene. 


The speaker had finished. The 
applause had risen, fallen, died. 
It was time for the benediction. 


The chairman arose and said: 
“Brother Blank will now dismiss 
us.” 


The men stood in silence, heads 
bowed. 


Brother Blank began— 
Across a long span of years I 


have been listening to these pray- | 


ers. They, too, have been as 
ritualistic in form as the dinners. 


But in the last year or so there 
has been a change. And it is here 
I would send word to Premier 
Khrushchev. It is this: 


They are praying for you, Ni- 
kita. All over this land of ours, 
in the dining rooms of churches, 
men not really very facile in 
prayer, are getting to their feet 
and praying for peace. And even- 
tually they get around to you, 
Nikita. They pray that God's 
presence will somehow be 
upon you and that He will some- 
how find entry into your mind 
and heart and cause you to 
turn toward compassion and good 
will. Sure, I know it would be 
good for a guffaw. You might 
very well ask, ‘““How many inter- 
continental ballistic missiles does 
God have?” 


Sincere Prayers 


I think of all this, Nikita, as I 
listen to these awkward prayers. 
Not the glib ones, Nikita, filled 
with phony piety. Only the ear- 
nest, deeply sincere and search- 
ing ones, Nikita, whose souls are 
trying to reach God. I know you 
are a materialist, and a success- 
ful practitioner of pragmatic arts. 
You might even repeat the old 
quip of Voltaire’s that God is al- 
ways on the side of the heaviest 
battalions. Your calculations are 
never bothered with prayer or the 
weaknesses of Christianity and its 
Sermon on the Mount. 


And things have gone well with 
you, Nikita. 


Yet, listening to some of those 
prayers, Nikita, I find myself 
of the old prophets. 
Jeremiah, for example. He kept 
warning that God did become 
bored with arrogance and pride. 
Sometimes His missiles come in 
the form of a Nebuchadnezzar de- 
stroying a wicked Jerusalem. 
Again, His missile may be a sunk- 
en road at a crucial point in the 
battle of Waterloo. There were 
Russians before you, Nikita, who 


Tibet Wars 
To Expel 
China Reds

NEW DELHI, Saturday—Open 
warfare against the Chinese Com- 
munist rulers of Tibet has broken 
out in Lhasa, according to official 
information reaching new Delhi.

What apparently provoked the 
Lhasa uprising was an attempt 
by Chinese authorities to arrest 
the Dalai Lama, spiritual ruler of 
Tibet. 

The Indian Consulate General 
in Lhasa was said to be in the 
center of the fighting between Po- 
tala, the Dalai Lama’s winter res- 
idence, and his summer residence 
called Norbulingka.

Integration Suits

WASHINGTON — Atty. Gen. Rogers repeatedly 
told a Senate Civil Rights subcommittee Friday he did 
not think it would be wise for Congress to grant the 
Justice department power to initiate school desegrega- 


tion suits. 


And the vice chairman and 
staff director of the Civil Rights 
Commission refused to recom- 
mend that the life of the com- 
mission be extended beyond this 
year. 


These two developments inject- 
ed a note of caution and mod- 
eration into the entire civil rights 
controversy. And a significant 
factor was that they indicated a 
go-slow approach on the part of 
the Eisenhower administration 
and the commission. 


PLUGS IKE’S PLAN 


However, Rogers urged Con- 
gress to approve President Ejisen- 
hower’s civil rights program, es- 
pecially a provision that would 
make it a federal crime to use 
force or threats of force to ob- 
struct court orders in school de- 
segregation cases. 


The attorney general said this 
would make it unnecessary even 
to have to use federal troops 
again to enforce desegregation 
decrees, as they were in Little 
Rock, 


Meanwhile, the House Appropri- 
ations committee Friday turned 
down a Justice department re- 
quest for a $510,000 contingent 
fund to pay U.S. marshals and 
deputies who might be needed in 
enforcing court orders arising out 
of school integration cases. 


It allowed the department $390,- 
000, which was spent last year, 
chiefly in sending a big batch of 
deputy marshals to Little Rock in 
anticipation of trouble there. 


NOT NEEDED 


The deputies weren’t needed, 
however, since Central High 
School, integrated the previous 
year, was ordered closed by Gov. 
Orval Faubus. 


In the Senate committee hear- 
ing Sen. Carroll (D-Colo.) tried 
to get Rogers to agree that the 
Justice department should be 
given the same power to initiate 
school desegregation suits as it 
was given in the civil rights act 
of 1957.to initiate suits to protect 
voting rights. 

But the attorney general insist- 
ed this would not be wise and

The state Board of Education 
Friday ordered a full report on 
Georgia’s school bus situation, in- 
cluding .the . possibility of the 
board's taking over operation of 
the buses from county school 
systems. 


The study was ordered on the 
heels of a school bus accident 
in Colquitt County Thursday in 
which 51 children were injured 
at varying extent. It was the 
second serious school bus mishap 
of the month. Nine Negro chil- 
dren died early this month when 
a bus flipped into a farm pond 
in adjoining Tift County. 


Vice Chairman Henry Stewart 
of Cedartown asked Education 
department analyst Joe DeFoor 
to look into the advisibility of 
the board’s taking the state's 
4,721 buses under its direct super- 
vision. 


THOROUGH REPORT SET 


School Supt. Claude Purcell to 
make a thorough report to the 
board at its next meeting on all 
phases of school transportation. 


After the board meeting Fri- 
day, DeFoor told Stewart and 
newsmen that only two states— 
North and South Carolina—oper- 
ate school buses under direct 
control of state school boards. 


But school bus operation in 
those states costs about half the 
amount Georgia pays for trans- 
portation of its school children, 
he said. 


UNDER COUNTY BOARDS

The GEA’s new president, Mrs.

A floor fight against the segre- 
gation resolution was touched off 
when a Clayton County high school 
mathematics teacher, Mrs. James 
Wood of College Park, called the 
resolution ‘“‘absurd.”’ 


“The era of equal but separate 
schools is over,”” Mrs. Wood de- 
clared. 


CALLS ORDER

LONDON (UPI)—Soviet State Planning Minister 
Josip Kuzmin, who was Nikita S. Khrushchev’s personal 


choice as director of Soviet 


industrial planning and eco- 


nomic growth, was “relieved of his duties” Friday and 
replaced by a consumer goods expert. He also lost his 


job as deputy premier. 


Kuzmin was given the lesser 
post of minister in charge of the 
cabinet’s Scientific and Economic 
Council. Deputy Premier Alexei 
Kosygin, a former commissar of 
textiles, was named to succeed 
him as ‘head of “Gosplan”, the 
top state planning commission. 


As usual, no reason for the 
switch was given in the Tass 
News Agency announcement 
broadcast by Radio Moscow. It 
was the first major government 
change since the Communist 
Party Congress in February. 


ONCE OBSCURE 


The re-shuffle came barely a 
month after Pemier Khrushchev 
formally launched a seven - year 
plan designed to surpass the Unit- 
ed States and make Russia the 
biggest industrial nation in the 
world. 


Kuzmin, who had been an ob- 
scure member of the Communist 
Party's Central Auditing Commis- 
sion, was tapped by Khrushchev 
in 1957 to head economic pro 
gramming as state planning min- 
ister. He also was named a first 
deputy premier. 


Kosygin had been a deputy 
chairman of Gosplan. Like Kuz- 
min who is five years his junior, 
the 55-year-old Kosygin is one of 
the new generation Communist 
leaders. He had no part in the 
1917 Bolshevik revolution. 


NO ELABORATION 


The Tass announcement said 
simply that the Presidium cab- 
inet of the Soviet Parliament ap- 
pointed Kosygin to the planning 
post. 


The original appointment of 
Kuzmin in 1957 came as a sur 
prise. It was during the contro- 
versy over Khrushchev's decision 
to de-centralize control of industry 
in 1957 that led to the “‘anti-party 
plot” and the disgrace of the 
“Molotov trio.” 


Former Foreign Minister Vya- 


cheslav Molotov, Deputy Premier | 
Lazar Kaganovich and ex-Premier | 
Georgi Malenkov were ouste d | 


|from the hierarchy. Their group 
later was expanded to include 
former Foreign Minister Dmitri 
T. Shepilov and former Premier 
Nikolai A. Bulganin.

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Big Defense Debate 
Should Be Helpful 


The great debate on American pre- 
paredness and defense policies is being 
unveiled in a new and more terrifying at- 
mosphere of crisis over Berlin. The con- 
troversy again is raging within the armed 
services themselves @nd has exploded 
with loud force in Congress. “ 


President Eisenhower, of course, is 
arbiter of the dispute but there are no 
assurances that he will be able to carry 
Congfess along with him. m . 

Basie to the dispute aré two major 
questions: (1) Are we prepared for the 
Berlin crisis? (2) Are we prepared for 
continued cold-war pressures and to fight 
limited wars which might occur such as 
in Korea? 

The President made clear his position 
in public statements last week upon which 
he elaborated last Monday night. We 
will not attempt to._fight a ground war 
in Europe, the President declared. If war 
comes, it will be nuclear weapons we 
will use. No additional armed strength is 
needed to back a firm stand in Berlin. 

All the critics of the President’s policy, 
which in essence still is “massive re- 
taliation,” declare that it is better to 
be on the side of military safety and that 
a balanced budget is not as important as 
military strength. They maintain, too, that 
the psychological advantage in over- 
whelming numbers is held by the Soviet 
Union. 

Critics of American defense policy 
also declare the United States is falling 
behind in the missile race and stands to 
lose its “balance of terror” position in a 
very short time. They say we are not 
spending enough on rockets, missiles and 
on space programs to maintain equality, 
much less superiority to the Russians. 

A major part of the administration’s 
argument is that the United States has 
superiority in nuclear power and that this 
country should not permit the Soviet 
Union to force us to spend more than we 
can afford on defense. The President also 
challenges Congress to increase taxes to 
take care of any additional outlays for 
the military. He says further there is no 
justification for making the United States 
a “garrison state.” : 

The debate should be helpful. Cer- 
tainly there is a need to question all 
phases of the nation’s foreign policy as 
well as defense programs at a time when 
no progress is being made in ending the 
cold war. Right now we face the uncom- 
fortable prospect of both being put to the 
most rigid test yet at Berlin. 

On one thing the critics are right: The 
United States can and must afford what- 
ever is necessary for survival.

Mrs. Margaret Hodges, a notorious At- 
lanta figure in the lottery underworld, is 
out again. 

The Court of Appeals has handed 
down a decision freeing her.

Mrs. Hodges has a voluminous record 
of arrests dating back about 18 years.

During the 18-year period, in fact, 
Mrs. Hodges has been arrested on vari- 
ous and sundry charges a total of 41 
times. Twenty-six of these were on lot- 
tery counts.

As ‘Reservists’ in Dynamic U.S. Economy 


Atlanta—In the over-all status 
of the country’s economy we have 
prosperity ahd depression in cer- 
tain areas. z 

Some of the reasons are as fol- 
lows: 

Necessity on the one hand and 
a fad on the other advocate “Do 
It Yourself.” The result: A num- 
ber of jobs are lost. 

Those whose incomes have been 
reduced as a result of higher 
costs and higher prices, that is, 
those who are on fixed incomes, 
have come back into the labor 
market as a result of necessity. 
There are some who are holding 
down two jobs for the same rea- 
s0n. 

Then, too, wherever you turn 
today you find labor-saving is 
the order, Here again the reason 
is obvious—high costs. 

When we look at our figures 
of unemployed we find that they 
are rising and. then when we look 
at the tempo of business based 
upon the volume that we are 
producing we find this is rising, 
so there is a paradox. 

If we could estimate accurately 
the work we do here in the 
States without the great amount 
of labor-saving that is accom- 
plished, we would find that many 
billions of men would be neces- 
sary to do the work that is being 
done today by 170 million Amer- 
icans. 

It is unfortunate for those who 
as a result have lost their posi- 
tions temporarily and I for one 
feel that those who lose their 
jobs as a result of these labor- 
saving devices should be classi- 
fied as “reservists” rather than 
unemployed, providing of course 
they show a record of doing a 
good job.

Not the Heat, 
The Discomfort 


By the time the summer sun 
shoves the thin red line into the 
90 range, there will be available 
to Atlantans a 
new weather sta- 
tistic called the 
“discomfort in- 
dex.” Then it® 
won’t be the 
heat nor the hu- 
midity, but a 
combination of 
the two. The 
“discomfort in- 
dex” is an ex- 
perimental 


service. 

The index presumes 60 as a 
base figure. 

The Weather Bureau has found 
that one in every 10 persons be- 
comes uncomfortable when the 
index reaches 70. Half of us suf- 
fer when the index is 75. When 
it gets to 79, nearly everyone 
says, ““‘Whew! Ain’t it hot?” Or, 
“Is it hot enough for you?” 

And the answer is, “It is!” 

The index is reached by taking 
four tenths of the dry and wet 
bulb thermometer readings plus 
15. 

The dry bulb is the kind hang- 
ing right now on the wall beside 
me. The wet bulb is a dry bulb 
wrapped in a moistened ‘muslin 
cloth. Weather stations, mostly, 
have them. 

The ‘‘discomfort index” will let 
you know whether you have fever 
or whether it’s just that the air 
conditioning isn’t turned high 
enough or else has blown a fuse. 
The power company and the 
waterworks will know when to 
get set for an extra heavy load. 

J. C. Ballard, Atlanta’s chief 
meterologist, says the discomfort 
index will be available here for 
those who want it.

titled “The Present Crisis.” For him the problem was not political 


but moral. A portion of this poem is as follows: 


“New occasions teach new du- 
ties: time makes ancient good un- 
couth . . . They must upward 
still, and onward, who would keep 
abreast of truth . . . Lo, before us 
gleam her camp fires! We our- 
selves must Pilgrims be .. . 
Launch our Mayflower, and steer 
boldly through the desperate win- 
ter sea . - . Nor attempt the Fu- 
ture’s portal with the Past’s 
blood-rusted key.”’ 

Some time ago I listened to a 
group of church young people as 
they sang the hymn which begins, 
“Once to every man and nation 
comes the moment to decide.” 
The hymn is based on stanzas 
from “The Present Crisis.” I 
thought that those young people’s 
grandfathers would not have sung 
that hymn, for the words were 
by a Yankee poet and his funda- 
mental sympathies were not ex- 
actly representative of a Southern 
point of view! But times have 
changed and there is now in the 
hymn little which reflects the 
period of the War Between the 
States. 

As the young people sang the 
line, ‘‘New occasions teach new 
duties,” I began to question 
whether we can, in any literal 
sense, accept Lowell’s words. 
Surely there are new duties which 
the 20th Century demands of each

TELLS OF TEARS 


He. tells of seeing teen-ager 
“extras” with tears streaming 
down their cheeks and little chil- 
dren shuggling close to him dur- 
ing the Bethany scene. 


This acceptance of his portrayal 
is, of course, the greatest ap- 
plause an actor can receive. 


Balfour says, “Playing the 
Christus doesn’t make a saint out 
of a person, but it certainly makes 
you think differently. For instance, 
I strive to be more patient. |! 
can’t get angry. | 


“I’m not a minister or evangel- | 
ist. I am an actor. I feel I am | 
playing the finest role an actor 
can play. It gives ‘me a great feel- 
ing of humility that people have | 
accepted me as the Christus.” 


HARDEST PART ° 


Balfour says the hardest part of 
the play for him is the scene in 
the Garden of Gethsemane. 


“This is the struggle between 
the human Jesus and the divine 
Christ.” 


Physically, the Crucifixion scene 
is also hard. After he has spoken 
the last words of Christ, Balfour 
must assume an attitude of death 
and remain on the Cross for about 
15 minutes. 


“It sometimes passes through 
my mind that this is what Christ | 
went through—only he was really | 
nailed to the Cross and dying.” | 


The physical appearance of | 
Christ is another problem encount- | 
ered by a Christus player. 


Special Services for Holy Week 


There are no authentic pictures 
and no description of Christ’s phy- 
sical appearance. And yet each 
person comes into the theater with 
a preconceived idea of what Christ 
looks like. 


The Christus player must try to 
satisfy a majority of them. Bal- 
four, a fairly short, swarthy man 
uses an auburn wig and beard. 


The production at Wesley Me- 
morial Church is presenting a 
major problem for the cast, which 
is accustomed to working in legit- 
imate theaters. This is the first 


performance they have given in | i, 


a church auditorium. 


BUILDING STAGE 


To accomodate the mammoth 
sets used by the company, a stage 
is being built over the choir loft 
and other chang’; are being made 
in the front of the church. 


Balfour’s company is composed 
of 17 professional actors and 10 
behind-the-scene workers who 


travel with the company. The cast 


will be augmented by some 75 
extras, including 12 children, who 
have been recruited here. 


There are no ‘“‘mefhod”’ actors 
in this play. They just wouldn't

Derthick 
Detends 
School Aid 


U.S. Commissioner of Education 
Lawrence G. Derthick Friday 
night scoffed at fears that increas- 


ed federal aid to education might 


lead to federal encroachment on | 


local control of schools. 


“In this country we have a/| 


cherished tradition of state and 
local control of education,’ said 
Derthick, ‘‘and I don’t believe we 
will ever lose it.” 


In an address to nearly 500 
educators at the Georgia Educ- 
ation Assn. annual ‘‘Celebrities 
Dinner’ at the Dinkler Plaza, 
Derthick also warned that Soviet 
leaders regard education asa “top 
priority” and the “way to win 
their place in the sun and on the 
moon.’ 


President Eisenhower's No. 1 
school expert carefully steered 
clear of such explosive domestic 
issues as the possibility of Geor- 
gia’s closing its public school sys- 
tem rather than integrate. 


Instead, Derthick talked on his 
two-month tour last year of the 
Soviet Union's educational system, 
which left him “struck by the 
overwhelming zeal and enthusi- 
asm which the Russian people 
have for their schools.” 


“There is a lesson to be learned 
from the Soviet attitude towards 
education,” Derthick said, “and 
from their conviction that nothing 
is more worthwhile.” 


America’s most serious educ- 
ational problems, he said, are 
caused primarily by (1) “the 
tremendous new demands for high- 
ly and technically trained man- 
power” and (2) “our poorer 
schools which have been so sadly 
neglected by citizens who often 
fail to put first things first.”

“I feel that study means more 
to me than a TV program will.

The trouble with TV is that 
we indulge, rather than en- 
joy.

keep in mind that the square 
box that sits in your living 
room is a device aimed at en- 
tertaining the viewer and is not 
a talking machine of moral 
standards or a code of rules to 
live by. . . .
